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COST OF MONOPOLY RELEASE. 


A Fair Proposition for the Country 
to Accept, 


The following from the Toronto Em- 
pire is believed to be the final terms 
agreed upon between the Government 
and ©. P. R. Should it prove to be cor- 
rect, the country may well congratulate 
itself on an arrangement far better than 
the most sanguine cbuld have hoped for. 


The basis of settlement, as near as it 
can be ascertained—for no official intim- 
ation is as yet forthcoming—is a Govern- 
ment guarantee of land grant bonds bear- 
ing interest at 3 or 314 per cent,, and in- 
volving an annual charge of about haifa 
millioa dollars. As 4 protection for giv- 
ing this guarantee the Government is to 
have the whole of the unsvid portion of 
the ©. P. Ro lands, which, writing from 
memory, amount to about thirteen mil- 
ion acres, The originai land grant, it will 
be remembered, was 25 million acres, 
but this quantity has been <edaced by 
sales to settlers and iond companies, and 
the return of more than six million acres 
ata valuation of a dollar and a halfan 
acre towards the extinguishment of the | 
loan of 1884. A few years ago Mr, Blake 
valued the lands granted the company at 
two dollars and a half an sere, but when 
it is pointed out that the C. P. R. is pre- 

ared to place its remaining lands in 

he hands of the Government at a valua- 
ation of a dollar and eight cents an acre, 
the Reformers surely cannot grumble at 
the price now put upon the lands, Asa 
basis then of the security to the Govern- 
ment there will be these thirteen million 
acres, The iands are to be admivistered 
by a trust and the proceeds of the sales 
will go towards the liquidation of the 
bond issue, It is stated also that the 
company will be responsible for the inter 

est on the bonds which will become a 
charge on its surplus earnings in the 
event of the receipts from fand sales 
proving inadequate. But there will be 
no mortgage on the railway proper, It 
ws further stated that the postal receipts 
of the company and receypts from for the 
transport of militia, public officials, stores 
for the Indian and Militia departments 
will also be pledged to the Government 
as security for interest on the bond issue 
and protection of the guarantee. The 
surrender by the ©, P. R. of its monopoly 
rivileges conditional upon Canada loan- 
ing the credit of the of the country to the 
company for a term of years, cannot but 
be acceptable to all classes of our people, 
since ng risks are involved, and no money 
payment or bonus required. In fact 
when the scheme as outlined above is 
generally known throughout the country, 
the people will be astonished at the 
splendid bargain the Government is mak- 
ing When the Financial News the 
other day intimated that the monopoly 
clause would be bought out on the lines 
mentioned above, the Toronto Globe 
made the significant adminission that 
such an arrangement would cost the 
country nothing if ample security were 
taken.

may operate against winter wheat in this 
district, first the general dryness of the 
seasons which might prevent the wheat 
from coming up the ground in the fall and 
secopdly, the possible danger to the wheat 
from want of snow to cover it in the win- 
ter, But against these possible disad- 
vantages we have the fact that the ground 


‘ never heaves with the frost, however, thor- 


ough testing is the way to settle the mat- 
ter, just as it has been settled in favor of 
spring wheat.

“A SQUARE FIGHTER,” 


Ia What Sullivan's Canadian Backer | 
Calis Joha L. 


New York, April 9.—Harry Potllips 
and Jack Burnett arrived to-day on the 
Etruria from Liverpool, where they left J. 
L. Sullivan, who will sail thence for Bos- 
ton on the 12th instant. Phillips denies 
the stories about Sullivan's drinking. The 
chanipion drank brandy during the fight 
with Mitchell and for two days after it, by 
order of his doctor, but none before nor 
since. ‘‘How about the fight?’ Phillips 
was asked, “Well,” he replied, ‘we 
couldn't win, that’s about the size of it. 1 
was disgusted. Sullivan would not fight 
anything but the squarest, most gentle- 
manly, up-and-up fight, and didn’t seem 
to want to win unless he could du so woul | 
ly and scientifically. The referee would 
not allow any claims of a foul, though 
Mitchell spiked Sullivan so that his shovs 
and stockings were torn to shreds, and his 
legs from his knees down looked as if they 
had been riddled with shot.’ ‘I should say | 
the referee would not allow any fouls,’* put 
in Burnett, who acted as Sullivan's um- 
pire, and whose duty it was to make a claim 
when a foul occurred. ‘Sullivan knocked 
Mitchell clean out in the third round and 


till 55 seconds, 35 seconds more than the 
rules allow, after he was carried to his 
corner.”’ “Sullivan did an injury to his | 
arm 60 thorougly in the fifty round that 
he couldn't hit with it afterward,’ said | 
Phillips im reply to a reporter's question. 

“How did he come to knock his man down | 
with it then in the 14th and 15th round 
“A child could have done that,” 

Puillips. ‘‘Mitchell was altogether too 


slippery about going down, The merest 
touch and flop he would goon the muddy 
earth. Another thing, Sullivan was the 
most careful man | ever saw about falling 
on a man; time and again, when he could 
have put his whole weight on Mitchell, he 
eyen put out his hands to keep himself off | 
the man. Sullivan is a dead game man, 
I think more of him than I ever did, and 
shall star him throngh the country as soon 
as he comes back, H» neyer even told bis 
seconds of the injury tu his armin the 
fifth round. He let me know by whisper- 
ing to me, “T must not put any more 
money onhim."’ Everyone krow Sullivan 
was a hurricane fast fighter, but many 
doubted his staying qualities, which are 
now beyong question, I offered $2,500 
even money on him two rounds before the 
finished, and conldn’t get a taker.” 
Phillips further said Sullivan wall fight 
Kilrain, orany man in the world, any 
rules, in a 16feet ring. He doubted if he | 
would meet any more men with knuckles, | 
It was brutal. and gloves were an equally 
good test. Phillips stayed to weeks longer

BRIDGE PARTLY DOWN. 


The C. P. KR. Eastbound Express Meets 
With an Accident, 


At 11 o'clock Wednesday night, the east- 
bound express on the C, P. R. met with 
an accident at the Bow River bridge, 
three miles this side of Anthracite. The 
night was quite dark and the wind blow- 
ing at the rate of 50 miles an hour. There 
is a curve just west of the bridge, and the 
latter could not be seen until reached. The 
west end was all right, but the wina had 
blown down some of the upper timbers on 
the incompleted east end. The train ran 
half way across the bridge before it could 
be stopped, the engine pussing clean over 
the bridge, partly on the new and partly 
on the remains of the old bridge. The 
tender did not get over, but fell across the 
stringers, A carload of manufactured 
silk from India to Montreal was next to 
the tender, whose fate it shared. There 
will be little damage to the silk, which is 
valued at $275,000.
